A letter was received from the trustees 
of the Lacombe separate school acking for 
$300 from the school taxes.

Mr. W.R. Halt here addressed the 
Council, urging that something should te 
done, as the meat supply of the town had 
to pass within a short distance of these 
nuisance deposits, 

The Mayor and Coun. Maw undertook 
to inveatigate tho subject further, Coun, 
Orr distinctly stating that the greater 
portiva of the nuisance complained of had 
been placed there by direction of the town 
betore the regular nuisance ground was 
established. Mr. Moody, it appears, has 
ovJered to pay a portion of the expense of 
the removal from bis land. Coun. Maw 
Proposed that the office of caretaker at 
the Elbow bridge be abolished and somo 
one hired to look after the nuisance 
grouad. The clerk stated that, as Mr, 
Compton’s time does not expire until the 
end of the year, the office of caretaker 
could net be done away with until that 
time.

BEUGING INDIANS, 

There isa very general com- 
plaint in town in re 
gard to the prevalencs of In- 
dians begging at houses and 
shops, particularly the former. 
Housewives ate greatly annoyed 
by the visits of the filthy Sarcees, 
who usvally enter their resid- 
ences without ceremony, and 
are not unfrequently found, un- 
announced, in the parlor when 
they are supposed to be on the 
Reserve. These creatures, loit- 
ering around private premises 
and stealing noiselessly into 
apartments where and when 
they are not expected, frighten 
small children aiid women in 
delicate health, and have now 
come to be regarded as a nuis- 
ance to be suppressed. We hope 
the agent at the Sarcee Reserve 
will use his influence to keep 
those Indians out of town; 
otherwise townspeople will 
have to deal with the matter 
themselves. There seems to be 
something wrong with the sys- 
tem which allows of these In- 
dians being seen at all times in 
the season loafing around town 
when they are not galloping 
their ponies over tho country. 
For idle, lazy, do-nothing peo- 
ple they take the cake; but if 
their loafing were 
their Reserve, townspeople 
would not care so much. At all 
events, means must be taken to 
keep them in their place, for 
while they are prowling around 
they are pretty certain to be a 
nuisance.

A PUBLIC AUILNING WANTED. 
One would imagine that the ex- 
pense to which the Dominionis put 
for rent of offices in Calgary would 
lead the Government to consider the 
propriety of erecting a public build- 
ing in which to group their several 
offices, thus saving the heavy annual 
outgo’ that is involved under the 
present system. When the allow- 
ance for rent for post office, custom 
house, lands office, mines office, ete. 
are all taken into account, the an- 
nual rental payments by the Govern- 
ment in Calgary can not fall short 
of $1,400. This represents the inter- 
est on a'sum of money more than 
sufficient to erect a very handsome 
block, having offices arranged to 
especially suit the requirements of 
the several departments, making the 
fullest allowance for the large in- 
crease of business which 1s certain 
to follow the growth of the town 
and district, the land office being 
the only one im which any shrink- 
age is likely to occur, A handsome 
public building, somewhere near the 
heart of the town, would prove not 
only a good investment for the Gov- 
ernment but an ornament to the 
town, and would convey to the ont- 
side world a good idea of the town's 
stability and its importance in the 
eyes of our public men. We see no 
reason why our Parliamentary rep- 
resentatives should not urge ths 
matter on the Government withou? 
de‘ay. Indeed, there are many rea- 
sons why they should do so, espec- 
ially when we find M. P.'s and Sen- 
ators all oyer the Dominion secur- 
ing for ther respective towns 
many of them not half as important 
as Calgary—large public buildings 
combining both ornament and util- 


ity. Our representatives can prop- 
erly place before the Government

making money. Tipperary is certain to 
be the scene of more and greater disorder, 
for it is eaid that Smith-Barry has an 
immigration scheme on hand for the 
settlement of his property, and that im- 
migrants will be guarded if need be by 
half of the British army. In Ireland the 
appointment of Lord Wolseley to the 
command of the military forces is rogard- 
ed with marked disfavor by the National 
League, and with equal satisfaction by 
the Loyalists.

—Many a time have editors been led by 
misinformation or deception to make 
statements which rendered them hable to 
expensive libel suits. The following 
frum the New York Statute on this sub- 
ject should be incorporated in our Cana- 
dian laws: ‘‘Any person who wilfully 
states, delivers or transmits, by any 
means whatever, to the manager, editor, 
publisher, or reporter of any newspaper, 
magazine, publication, periodical, or 
serial, fur publication therein, any libel- 
ous statement concerning any person or 
corporation, and thereby secures the ac- 
tual publication of the sawe, is guilty of 
a misdemeanor.”

Letter fiom Mr. George Murdoch.

To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Your suggestiin that [ gave the 
Herald race entries which I refused to 
you is destitute of truth. 1 treated the 
two papers exactly alike, The repre- 
sentative of The Herald came to me on 
Wednesday and received the entries, 
after 1 had refused them as incomplete 
on Monday and Tuesday, If you had 
done the same you would have received 
them. 

You say you called on me during my 
office hours on Wednesday but failed to 
find mein. I don’t think the Turf Club 
expect me, as an honorary secretary, to 
sit in my office waiting for you to supply 
you with news. 

You allege that I fuil to perform my 
dutiea as secretary of a corporation. I 
can safely leave that matter to the direo- 
tors, who are fully informed in regard to 
what I have done and am doing in the 
interests of the Club and in arranging = 
large bedy of detail, for the race week 
and tothe public with whom I come in 
contact in cannasion with my duties. 

I may, moreover, compare my dis: 
charge of my duties asa secretary with 
the manner in which the writer of your 
article discharged his as secretary of the 
Athletic Sports on 24th May. ‘That 
officer borrowed from the Turt Club a 
ro'‘ler to roll Owens track, where the 
aports were held, on the distinct promise 
to myself that it was tobe returned 
immediately after the sports; and al- 
though I requested from him repeatedly 
the return of the roller it was only when 
T personally requested Mr, Douglas, last 
week, to haul it home that it was got 
back. Mr. Beaufort had assured me 
repeatedly that he had been after tho 
Calgary Cartage Co. for the last two 
months to take it home, whereas both 
partners in that company declared that 
nothing of the kind had been said to 
them. 

Only yesterday—just previous to the 
appearance of the Tribune article—I was 
compelled to write Mr. Beaufort, as 
secretary of the Sports, requesting the 
return of a ticket office which we had 
lost ond which I had just discovered had 
been taken away at the same time with 
the roller without eve: the courtesy of 
asking our permission. This office was 
not only not returned but was left to be 
destroyed by Indians for firewood, 

Under all the circumstances if a public

PRORABLY A ROORBACK, 


The latest rumor, originating, it 
is said, in Montreal, is that “the 
“Liberals are preparing to make 
« gigantic efforts to win the polls at 
“the next Federal elections ; that 
“an understanding between the Lii- 
“eral j-reiniers has been arrived at ; 
“and that a treaty has been entered 
“into between themselves and a 
“pumber of wealthy politicians in 
“New York with Erastus Wiman at 
“at their head, by which the latter 
“agree to find one miilion dollars 
“to run the next elections in the 
‘Liberal interests, provided, if suc- 
“cessful, that commercial union 
“shall form a prominent plank in 
* their platform.” A portion of this 
story, no doubt, is correct enough. 
There secems to be “ an understand- 
ing” betweeen the Liberal provincial 
premiers of Quebec and Ontario and 
Nova Scotia at least, on general 
Dominion questions. Manitoba does 
not appear to be in the ring. The 
Government of British Columbia is 
more Conservative than Liberal. 
The Government of Prince Edward 
Island is Conservative. The Prov- 
ince of New Brunswick has a Liber- 
al premier whose colleagues are 
mainly Conservative. Tractically 
speaking, then, the only Premiers in 
a position to enter into an “ under- 
standing” of the kind described are 
those of Ontario, Quebec and Nova 
Scotia ; and while they may be most 
anxious for the triumph of their party, 
we shall hesitate to believe, without 
the mest conclusive proof, that pub- 
lic men such as Mowat in Ontario 
and Fielding in Nova Scotia will 
go into a scheme for selling their 
country to foreign politicians and 
beodlers for a million dollar election 
faund,—for this is really what the 
charge amounts to. What Mr. 
Mercier would do there is no tell- 
ing. He has yet to account for the 
election fund which enabled him, 
with the Riel cry, to wrest Quebec 
from the Conservatives. The Whe- 
tan-Pacaud scandal cnables us to un- 
derstand where a portion of the 
Liberal corruption fund in Quebec 
comes from, but the amount thus 
accounted for is only asa drop in 
the bucket. The party now con- 
trolling the Government of Quebec 
is probably prepared for any enter- 
prise that promises boodle, even to 
the sale of the country to foreign 
boodlers and speculators, The one 
great objection to the whole story is 
that there is no strong desire in the 
United States for unrestricted recip- 
Tocity. For the annexation of Can- 
ada our neighbors to the south will 
hold up both hands, but for any- 
thing short of that they care nothing 
They do not propose to give Can- 
ada the benefit of sharing their trade 
and profiting by their enterprise un- 
less we become citizens with them. 
Their position is thoroughly logical, 
and if the positions of the two coun- 
tries were reversed we would prob- 
ably do exactly as they are doing. 
They have within themselves all 
the resources of a dozen nations roll- 
ed into one, They are a self con- 
tained nation, needing little foreign | 
commerce for their prosperity. They |

THE MUTINY AT CHATOAM, 


jLendon Cable, Aug. &] 

Decided alarm has been caused in 
the highest army circles by the 
matiny in the garrison at Chatham. 
In this case a number of men bo- 
longing to the army service corps 
refused to parade, not, however, on 
the ground of any complaint against 
their commissioned officers, bu 
alleging that the non-commissioned 
officers imposed needless and vexa- 
tious tasks on them without author- 
ity from theie superiors, The 
mutinoers went further than the 
second battalion of Grenadiers, who 
were guilty of nothmg more than 
disobedience of orders end who 
when personally appealed to obeyed 
the summons of their commanders, 
The soldiers at Chatham not only 
refused to parade but barricaded 
themselves in the steve house and 
attempted to resist arrest. A for- 
midable force was at once marched 
to the spot, however, and bloodshed 
would heave (allowed of the motineers 
had not been overawed into surrender. 
The ringleaders were put toto rigor- 
ous confinement and promptly court 
martialled and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for amonth, There is 
a general public feeling that some- 
thing is rotten iv army circles when 
such demonstrations appear 
ary to obtain a redress of the griev-

posed Kemmler was dead. Suddenly 
tho lips dripped spittle, the chest moved 
and heavy inarticulate sounds proceeded 
from his mouth. The current was again 
restored, and the dynamo was turned on 
at full speed, the current being 2000 
volta, while vupor rose from the body, 
causing a pungent odor, when the cur- 
rentwas stopped.

Through their representa- 
tions, aided by astrong express- 
ion of opinion from the Town 
Council and the Calgary Agri- 
cultural Society. we should be 
able to induce the Minister of 
Agriculture to so arrange the 
programme of the delegates 
tour that they: will be enabled 
to come direct to Alberta on 
their arrival, leaving them to 
take in the eastern portion of 
the Northwest and Manitoba on 
their return trip. By such an 
arrangement the delegates will 
probably be permitted to reach 
Alberta without having their 
minds poisoned by the misrep- 
resentations which are so liber- 
ally dealt out in Manitoba to all 
who seek informaiiva in regard 
to the Western Territories. They 
will also reach here before the 
season has advanced too far to- 
ward winter ; for however little 
importance may attach here on 
the spot toa local snow storm 
before its time, the effect on 
gentlemen fresh from Eng- 
land might be depressing. For 
these reasons, and for others 
requiring no elucidation, we 
hope an earnest effort will be 
put forth in Calgary to bring 
the English delegates to Alberta 
immediately on their arrival in 
Canada. 


THE PLIMSOLL BILL. 

Plimsoll’s bill to prohibit the im- 
portation into England of live cattle 
from America is probably intended 
more for the benefit of English cat- 
tle raisers than forthe comfort of 
the cattle themselves, While all 
reasonable proposals for amel- 
ioriating the condiiion of dumb 
animals crossing the Atlantic should 
be carefully considered and remedi- 
al measures adopted where practic- 
able, there is about Mr. Plimsoll’s 
movement a distinct flavor of beef 
monopoly. He states for instance, 
in his pamphlet, that the whole sys- 
tem of importing live cattle from 
“ America is maintained in order to 
“ get a little better prices for their 
‘ cattle; which are seld for English 
“beef. The latter brings a penny a 
“pound more than American beef, 
“ making an animal weighing 1,000 
“ pounds or over, four pounds more 
« valuable if killed in England than 
* if killed in America,” Mr. Plimsoll 
evidently wishes, in the first place, 
to prevent the owners of trans-at- 
lantic cattle from receiving this extra 
£4 in price. He would, to this extent, 
injure the business of shipping live 
cattle from Canada and the United 
States, and help to create a monopoly 
of the live cattle trade to be enjoyed 


It is telegraphed that Mr. 7. 
G. Shaughnessy, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, estimates on the basis 
of recent telegrams that the 
Northwest grain crop . will 
amount to seventeen million 
bushels, of which twelve mil- 
lions will be tor export. This 
conveys a good idea of the pos- 
sibilities of the Northwest when 
the country gets settled, and 
ought to stimulate its Par- 
liamentary representatives to 
insist upon comprehensive 
measures for promoting immi- 
graiion. There is no evidence 
of the Department of Immigra- 
tion having even yet arranged a 
plan for the expenditure of the 
special grant of $160,000 for 
immigration purposes.
